and demanded 


fabulous sums for their territory. 
The

iu ss of curing meat, and finds it profit- 
able.

despite 
the 
opposition 


offriend or foe. 
The republic must at 


once recognize the position 
that 
its 


President 
has 
taken, 
and 
act upon 


this new phase in our political history 
The franiers of the 
Constitution 
left 


the period of iuoumbaney ofthe Presi- 
dent open for the future 
generations. 


It was the dangerous point in tbe for- 
tification, and Mas purposely left open 
that the eyesof posterity might watch 
lit with anxious solicitude. 
They fore- 


saw 
all 
the 
difficulties 
which 


might follow a positive interdiction of 
re-election and recognized 
the binding 


obligation which custom 
would

popular fa- 


vor would be less apt to seek a change
